Claims 1, 4-7, 9, and 16-17 are pending in the instant application. Claims 2-3, 8, and 10- 
15 have been canceled.

Jacobson teaches wherein R is a lactam ring, while in the 
instant application R cannot be a lactam ring. Therefore, the instant claims are allowable over 
the prior art.
